The budget of this department now 
includes the baby clinic; $350 of the above 
decrease is obtained by transferring the Cattle 
Inspector to ‘Town Officers. The payroll of 
the Board of Health is $2150 and operating 
expenses $1775. 

The allowance for damages to persons and 
property has been cut $1500 to $500; for 
elections and registrations there is an allow- 
ance of $2300, an increase of $1300 over 
1931, because 2 town, one primary, 2 state 
and one national election and 16 to 20 registra- 
tions are due for this year. 

For the Essex County Tuberculosis hos- 
pital the town will give $5,912.91, a decrease 
of $2,933.45 from last year. 

The Fire Department is recommended to 
be reduced to $27,500, a cut of $4,126.01. 
Maintenance of the Highway Department is 
set at $50,000, a cut of $15,000, Infirmary 
expenses are reduced $100 to $7,900; interest, 
$1000, to $20,000; insurance, $1,493.68, to 
$6,206.32; municipal buildings, $600 to 
$4,000, 

Old Age assistance has been raised from 
$4,000 to $10,000, because last year’s appro- 
priation was only for six months.

legal means of making private individuals 
give up land the commonwealth desires. 

Since the area that 
bounded by Lowell street, from Bellevue 
road to Argilla road, Dascomb road, the 
whole length of Osgood street, and Bellevue, 
the state needs options or control of another 
565 acres of land within that area to make its 
holdings complete. Some of the owners of 
these acres have been asked for options and 
have refused. Others have not been asked as 
yet, but it is certain, unless the attitude of 
the Commonwealth changes suddenly, that 
steps will be taken to acquire rights on the 
land and eventually construct the buildings 
for a state institution. 

It is understood from good sources that the 
attitude of the townspeople toward such a 
school will have little etfect on the attitude of 
the state. The department of mental diseases 
seems bent on locating in this desirable sec- 
tion of West Andover and when the proper 


moment comes, will take the necessary 
measures to protect the commonwealth’s 
purpose, Protests of local citizens will be 


heard but it is doubtful, once the legislature 
gives the department of mental diseases the 
necessary power, whether their protests will 
be heeded, The only concession by the state 
that is conceivable at this time is that the 
name of the school will not be linked with the 
name Andover officially.

Explains Soul and Foundations 
of Russia to Capacity Audi- 
ence Last Night 


lecturer and author on Russia who spoke 
eloquently to one thousand people at George 
Washington Hall at Phillips Academy last 
night, the Russian Revolution is one of the 
most momentous events in world history 
since the rise of Christianity. 

To understand Russia as it is today, onc 
the physical and geo 
graphical natures of the vast country, the 
psychology of the Russian peasants, once 
serfs, whom the speaker thinks a most sig 
nificant and interesting study | 

Their struggle for freedom from degrading | 


, serfdom or slavery, their one ever-present 


desire for land, their primitive methods of 
agriculture and their lack of national con 
sciousness and patriotism have led to the 
present Soviet system. Life is still unbe 
lievably hard for the peasants, especially, for 
the Russians of the old regime who have not} 
become accustomed, and will not in some 
cases, be reconciled to the new order and 
discipline of government monopoly of the 
schools or agriculture and the industries. The 
tragedy lies in the fact that the youth of the | 
country regards the new order of things as a} 
glorious spectacular adventure and an am 
bition to be fulfilled and the old hate it 

The three things upon which occidental 
civilization and order rest are the private 
ownership of property, religion and the | 
family, Mr. Hindus said. Russia has wiped | 
out private property, abandoned religion, 
and built a new kind of family life, a new 
monogamy 
Collective farming, large scale industrial- 
ization of agriculture, which has replaced the 
private ownership and working of farms, has 
proved economically successful, more than 
the old methods of divisions of land and 
primitive agricultural methods, he said. 
A faith in the new Russia and her indus- 
trial building up and future has replaced in 
the minds of the young the religion, Church 
attendance is not forbidden but atheism is 
encouraged in the various institutions with 
the result that the Russian youth are de- 
cidedly atheistic.

Stark Resigns; 
McDonald Named 


John William Stark, who was appointed to 
the Board of Registrars a week ago, Tuesday 
resigned from the position. Wednesday 
morning John H. McDonald of 123 Chestnut 
street, a member of the Democratic Town 
committee, was appointed to the Board of 
Registrars. 

The vacancy caused by the death of Pat- 
rick J. Scott had to be filled immediately, 
and at the meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Frank H. Hardy suggested the 
name of Stark. Since the late Mr. Scott was a 
Democrat and the law requires a bi-partisan 
board, the new appointee had to be a Demo- 
crat. 

Upon Mr. Hardy’s suggestion the vote was 
taken and it proved unanimous for Stark, At 
the time there seemed no doubt as to the 
political designation of the appointee, and it 
was not even questioned at the meeting. 
‘Town Clerk George H. Winslow was asked to 
look up the law on political designation, and 
it was found that the board had to represent | 
both parties equally. Other than this there 
was no mention of political parties at the 
meeting, it being assumed evidently that 
Stark was a Democrat. 

However, it has developed that Mr. Stark 
was a Republican at the last national election. 
He had voted Democrat every year up to that | 
time, and Mr, Hardy states that this was in | 
the minds of the selectmen when the ap 
pointment was made. 

Stark’s father was prominent in Andover 
politics, and he too, was a Democrat. This | 
strengthened the belief that the appointment 
was legal. When doubt arose as to the party 
of the new appointee, Mr, Winslow looked 
his name up on the lists and discovered the 
error, Mr. Hardy stated that he immediately 
called up the State House to settle the ques- | 
tion. He was told that all that was necessary | 
to be done when a voter desired to change his 

,olitical designation was to signify his desire 
in writing to the Board of Registrars and this | 
was done by Mr. Stark during the past week 

However, thirty days must elapse before 
the voter finally becomes a member of the 
party, and so his appointment was illegal. |

| week that Anthon Ambye of Andover, was 


granted a patent for a spindle drive for spin- 
ning frames on an application almost two 
years old, filed March 12, 1930. He was 
allowed eight claims for new ideas in connec- 
tion with his invention, The patent has been 
assigned to the Davis & Furber Machine 
Company for manufacture. 

Officially the invention is described as 
follows. 

In a ring spinning frame a stationary ring 
rail, groups of spindles provided with bob- 
bins and having whorls in a common plane, a 
support therefor movable to form a mass of 
yarn on said bobbins, a single band to drive 
each group of spindles, two driving drums 
rotatably mounted on a fixed part of the 
frame situated remotely from the plane of 
said whorls, a tensioning pulley engaging 
said band as it passes from one drum to the 
other and acting to form a loop in the band 
between the two drums and maintain the 
band at a uniform tension as said support 
moves, and means on said support acting to 
direct the band as it passes to and from said

hours of temptation, in which the spirit of 
Evil is atetiee. as having taken Him to 
the top of a high mountain, and there show- 
ing Him all the kingdoms of the world in a 
single moment of time, cannot, of course, be 
taken literally. 

But whatever the origin of the story, there 
is that which is very real underlying the 
record. 

Something, at least, of the riches of selfish- 
ness and lust might belong to many a man, if 
he would forsake his chosen work, or prove 
false to his loftiest ideals, or betray his 
loyalty to those principles which have to do 
with the upbuilding of character. Unholy 
desires are ever whispering to the sons of 
men and saying: ‘If thou wilt worship me, all 
shall be thine.” It is at such times that the 
manly man, and the womanly woman re- 
spond, ‘Get thee behind me Satan; for it is 
written, on the tablets of the heart, thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and Him 
only shalt thou serve.’ But humanity is 
oftentimes overcome by temptation. The 
things which are temporal absorb attention, 
while the things which are eternal are treated 
with indifference, and so it is that the great 
historic churches of Christendem, in addition 
to the regular services of the year, have se 
apart these forty days for special praise and 
worship. 

III, And, now, as I come to the last points 
of my sermon, I want to speak plainly against 
the prevailing evils of the Lenten seasons, 
and then earnestly advocate its helpful and 
inspiring use, There are undoubtedly people 
who harm themselves by a prolonged physi- 
cal fasting. A healthy and rigorous person 
can endure it; but people who are weak, or 
who are so poor that they do not have enough 
to eat the greater part of the time, do them- 
selves great injury by what they suppose to 
be ordained by the church and especially 
pleasing to God. 

So, too, it carries with it a false notion of 
God. Can any reasonable person imagine 
that God takes pleasure in a man’s being 
hungry? Or, why should God like it when a 
man eats all the fish he wants, but abstains 
from eating meat? 

And, I believe that many a Good Friday 
service leads to morbidness, and to nothing 
else. When L think of my good mother, for 
example, I do not dwell upon her death or 
funeral, but upon her life, and perhaps I 
remember her birthday with gratitude. Why 
have a funeral service for Jesus once in every 
year? It is better to dwell upon his parables, 
and his inspiring example, than to dwell upon 
his last words and crucifixion. Not because 
the Church, in the remote past, did this or 
that should we keep Lent, but because it 
helps men today’ to live the truer life! In 
many of our liberal churches special services 
are held at least once a week from Ash Wed- 
nesday to Easter Sunday, with great profit! 
In some of our places of worship the young 
are instructed in holy things during this sea- 
son. In nearly all, if not in every Unitarian 
Church, some sermons are preached with 
reference to the thoughts which have to do 
with this period of religious activity. May the 
new Lent be more rational than the old, with 
a theology in keeping with the times, and 
with a religion at least as fervent and inspir- 
ing as that which has preceded it. And, 
“whether ye eat or drink or whatever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.”

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

The report of the Finance Committee of 
Andover, as reported in the Lawrence Tele 
gram, is a document of significance at this 
time. It is an official acknowledgment of 
changed conditions. It squarely faces the new 
era with the new problems which require 
efficiency and economy in local government 
It is with a glowing sense of gratification that 
I see Andover among the first towns in the 
old Bay State to take the initiative for a 
more careful budget and to take it voluntar 
ily. It shows that our town is determined to fit 
its expenditures to the exigencies of the 
present. In brief, it says, ‘‘ Let the town meet 
ts needs to the limits of prudence, but let it 
curtail ill-timed extravagance.” 

In this way we are assured, so far as a local 
government can meet a world situation, that 
Andover is doing it; that Andover, in conse- 
quence of its thrift, will suffer less in the 
general endurance test than some other 
towns; and, that Andover will emerge from 
this great depression better fit to carry on in 
the more prosperous times which are even 
now visible on the stormy horizon. 

The Committee fecommends that a com 
mittee be appointed with the authority, 
amongst others, to investigate and report 
upon the duties of town officials. This is a 
worthy suggestion. Such an investigation 
should be conducted with broad vision and 
with the definite intent of assigning and 
classifying duties to appropriate officials 
according to the major purposes of their 
office. It should do away with unnecessary 
overlapping of functions, if any, and with 
corresponding lack of responsibility in ex- 
ecution of them, 

Good government requires not only re- 
sponsiveness of officials to the voters but, 
equally important, the definite fixing of 
responsibilities upon the head of each de- 
partment. This presupposes the vesting of 
sufficient authority in these men to enable 
them to perform their duties effectively. It 
means in some cases naming the chairman of 
a committee to be its responsive and respon 
sible head, where the responsibility cannot 
otherwise easily be fixed. 

The Finance Committee recommends to 
fully investigate all future expense for con 
struction and maintenance before voting 
upon articles petitioning for the acceptance 
of streets. It would be well if the investigat- 
ing committee should suggest the establish- 
ment of some form of permanent machinery 
to continue this function, not only so far as 
the voting upon the acceptance of streets is 
concerned, but also upon the voting of any 
major expenditure of public funds for con- 
struction of any kind or for other purposes 
involving large expenditures. First, the 
benefits, the cost, and the maintenance of all 
such projects should be determined, and, 
where possible, reduced to figures. The find- 
ings should then be given wide publicity. 
There should also be a non-partisan body to 
whom an appeal against unwise expenditures 
could be brought by any ten citizens; and the 
matter should be finally decided upon its 
merits, as set forth in the appeal and the re- 
buttal, after a hearing is publicly held. 
Whether such a Board of Appeals should be a 
State Board of Engineers or locally organized 
should be settled. Its decisions should be 
final. 

Such machinery as suggested here should 
soon preclude even the presentation of ill- 
considered or foolish projects for spending 
the people's money. Their sponsors would 
soon learn that they would have to prove 
their case, not in a passionate town meeting, 
but before a non-partisan board, In order to 
assure the disinterestedness of the members 
of the board there is much in the argument 
that it be a State board rather than one com- 
posed of local men, whose personal interests 
might be involved.

How to Give 


Avoid Chilling:

clothed (including bonnet and jacket) baby 
on your lap in the patch of sun, the back of 
his head toward the sun. Push his bonnet 
back and allow his hands to be bare. 

2. The next day push the bonnet back 
further and roll up the dress and jacket 


| sleeves. Continue for a number of days until 
| a slight tan is apparent. 


3. Then, open the window higher, pull 
down his socks a little every day to expose 
his knees until finally socks and bonnet are 


| ot, 


4. Baby’s crib placed before the open 


| window makes a good place for sun bathing, 


especially if mother cannot spare the time to 

hold him, but remember mother, as well as 

baby, can benefit greatly by the sun bath! 

How to Give Sensible Sun Baths in 
Summer 

Avoid Burning: 

1. Go through all stages as given above 
under winter sensible sun baths. Gradually 
increase the amount of skin bared and the 
length of time for sunning, according to the 
amount of tan. The whole body can be 
exposed gradually in summer. 

2. Give the sun baths out-of-doors and on 
very hot days give two sun baths of one min- 
ute each. 

3. A moderate coat of tan is the thing you

Quarantine in cases of communicable 
disease is a measure for public and private 
protection. It is used to help prevent the 


| spread of disease from those who are sick 
|or have been in close contact with the

As the average citizen is every day deriving 
the benefit from its application to others, so 
it is his duty to play his part when called 
upon to observe quarantine in his own home, 
Every reasonable attempt is made to make 
the period of restraint as short as possible, 
consistent with the public good. The length, 
type and strictness of the quarantine are 
accordingly made to suit the peculiarities of 
the disease. Thus the quarantine for scarlet 
fever is entirely different from that for 
typhoid because the diseases are entirely 
different. It is only through these adapta- 
tions to the several diseases that reasonable 
and effective quarantine can be enforced. 
Unwillingness to cooperate with your local 
board of health in such matters is but a sign 
of ignorance or complete lack of public spirit.

New Exhibits to the Public 


One Contains Oils by Fifty 


Chicago Painters of Which 


Some Are Good and Most Are Mediocre, but 
All Interesting to Art-Lovers 


The production of paintings is a good deal 
like the production of moving pictures. Gal- 
eries and movie houses must be filled con- 
stantly with new “attractions” and some- 
times the attractions are far from good. Like 
others, the Addison Gallery of Art at Phillips 
Academy goes shopping for art, so for the edifi- 
cation of the Andover public there are two 
new exhibits, running from February 22 to 
March 15. Since there are no less than fifty- 
one artists represented in these two exhibits, 
a most extraordinary number for the Gallery, 
it stands to reason that one of the first prin- 
ciples of showmanship—‘if you haven't 
anything particularly good, get a great 
many items together and you're bound to 
have some that are worthwhile’”’—has been 
applied to the new collections at Addison, 
and the bad points of the exhibition are 
completely hidden by the number of paint- 
ings and painters in the groups. 


A Dead City 


A collection of water colors by Mildred G. 
Burrage who works in Kennebunkport and 
goes west every year is the most pleasing 
part of the two exhibits. Miss Burrage has 
done some really beautiful work in water 
color. To examine her work is to go on a tour 
of exploration of the dead, for her whole set is 
devoted to Virginia City, Nevada, “boom 
town” of the west. She visited there in 1931 
and on the whole has produced a series of 
water colors that are valuable both from a 
beautiful and historic point of view. 

Virginia City in Nevada was the largest 
mining camp this country ever produced. 
Seven hundred millions in gold and silver, it 
is estimated, have been taken out of the 
Comstock Lode on which the town was 
built. Gold ore was first discovered here in 
1859. Silver was also found in great quanti- 
ties, but it was not recognized by the early 
miners, Soon a settlement sprang up, mining 
machinery was brought in, the boom was on. 
Virginia City grew in a short time to have a 
population of thirty thousand people, mak- 
ing possible the admission of Nevada to the 
Union and providing the votes necessary for 
the passing of the Thirteenth Amendment, 
which freed the slaves. Its gold and silver also 
permitted the resumption of specie payment 
after the Civil War. 

The period of the “Big Bonanza’ lasted 
through the seventies. Since then the mines 
have gradually failed in their great produc- 
tion until today very little work is being 
done, but the town, with a population of 
only about five hundred people, still presents 
a picture of unique interest. Built on the 
sloping side of Mt. Davidson, beneath 
which extend the great mines, the town 
looks down Six Mile Canyon to the Forty 
Mile Desert and the Humboldt Mountains a 
hundred and fifty miles away. Everywhere 
are ruined mine buildings, old shafts, and the 
houses and shops, now largely deserted, of a 
once prosperous town, 


Some Quite Bad 


The pictures in this group show Virginia 
City as it is today; the Wells Fargo Bank, 
from which the Pony Express carried the 
bullion out of the camp; the great Catholic 
Church; the Miners’ Union Hall; Col. Pip- 
er’s Opera House; the Company House of the 
Best and Belcher and the Gould and Curry 
Mines, where two of the Bonanza Kings, 
John W. Mackay and James G. Fair, had 
their offices; C Street where Mark Twain 
worked in the office of the Virginia City 
Enterprise, and first used this nom de 
plume; the famous Crystal Bar; and many 
other picturesque corners of the old town. 
The mines are closed, the bullion has been 
carried away over the mountains, the people 
have gone, but something is still left to 
remind us of a vigorous, colorful page of 
American History | 
Miss Burrage, however, accounts for only | 
one of the fifty-one artists. The others are 
grouped in an exhibition called ‘‘a group of 
contemporary oils selected by Robert 
Harshe, director of the Art Institute of 
Chicago and lent by the American Federa- 
tion of Arts.’’ Here is where the first principle 
of showmanship comes in, for otherwise it| 
would be impossible to explain how some of 
these oils ever got into Addison Gallery. The 
prices, too, these artists of Chicago ask for 
their work, is amazing. One, Ivan Le Lor 
raine Albright, painting a fisherman and 
quoting ‘Heavy the Oar to him who is| 
Tired, Heavy the Boat, Heavy the Sea” asks 
$10,000 for his work, and one will study the 
painting for many minutes trying to discover 
why. This is a real riddle. True, there are | 
strange flashes of light in the painting, but 
they are not worth $10,000, certainly not. 


The most striking paintings in this group, 


a night club scene, by Archibald John Mot 
ley, Jr., a negro artist; and a beautiful re- 
clining mulatto nude, by Macena Barton, 
who apparently is not afraid to lay on bright 
colors with a daring that other artists might 
envy. June Knabel’s Hockey has marvellous 
perspective and lighting, apparently having 
been painted from the last row in the second 
gallery of a monster arena. 

There are some good still life paintings, a 
few excellent landscapes, but what is left is 
hardly worth talking about. The majority of 
the paintings are neither good nor bad, just 
mediocre, lacking even the details that a 
rank amateur would know were missing. For 
instance, Arrangement with Nudes, by 
Salcia Bahne is but a mess of paint. Others 
are indicative of nothing much. But perhaps 
because of all these unpleasant things the 
exhibit will prove most interesting to all who 
attend the gallery.

Stationary Spray Outfits 


One of the striking features in the develop- 
ment of spraying with machinery in the last 
few years has been that of the stationary 
spray outfit with pipe lines. Ten years ago 
there were a few more-or-less improvised 
equipments of this sort in the mountains of 
Virginia, in the flat orange groves of Florida, 
and in the level valleys of California and 
Washington, but in recent years plants have 
become rather more common. Manufacturers 


are now making special power plants with 
double mixing tanks to supply the demand 
for stationary outfits. Sometimes the pipes 
are buried underground and in other cases 
they are run through the forks of the trees 


Many are used in level valley orchards, but

In these orchards the stationary out- 
fit solves the spraying problem. The central 
pumping plant may be located at a spring up 
the mountain above the orchard and lines of 
one-inch to 1 1-4 inch pipe are laid with 
branches of smaller size and outlets at inter- 
vals of two to three hundred feet along the 
lines. With a 200-foot spray hose and a pres- 
sure of more than 200 pounds, spraying is 
rapid and easy regardless of rough ground, 
One man stays at the plant, mixes the spray, 
and keeps the pump running, while one or 
more crews handle the spray hose and nozzles.

Embassy Captive Saved 


by Message in Bread 

It was hardly surprising to find that 
the Soviet ambassador to France Is- 
sued a prompt denial of the story that 
three of his fellow countrymen were 
being held captive in the Russian em 
bassy, but something of this kind real- 
ly did happen in London once, writes 
a columnist in the Manchester Guar- 
dian. Lord Alverstone tells about it 
in his “Reminiscences.” In the mews 
at the back of the Chinese embassy in 
Portland place, a piece of bread was 
picked up, appropriately enough, by 
a baker, and inside it was a note ad- 
dressed to a certain Chinese resident 


in London. The note stated that the 
writer had been about to pass the 
embassy in the company of two of his 
fellow countrymen when he had been 
bustled inside, and that he was now 
a prisoner in an attic in the building 
and feared that something worse was 
going to befall him. 

The foreign office was not at all 
pleased to be confronted with such a 
delicate situation, but the attorney gen- 
eral was quite positive that diplomat- 
fe privileges did not include liberty to 
incarcerate anybody in an embassy, 
and, an intimation to that effect being . 
gently conveyed to the ambassador, 
the prisoner was released. There ts 
room for speculation how far the 
course of history might have been al- 
tered if that bit of bread with its mes- 
sage had not been picked up, for the 
writer of it was the Sun Yat Sen who 
a dozen years later became first presi 
dent of the Chinese republic. 


Remarkable Low Note 


on Australian Organ 

On the great organ in Sydney town 
hall, Australia, is a pedal stop of 64 
feet. The pipe actually of that length, 
the lowest C, does not stand upright, 
but is bent in several places, so that 
{t may be accommodated in the Inte- 
rior of the Instrument. The note this 
giant pipe emits—the stop is a reed 
stop, a “contra-posaune”—is fearsome. 
It is more like a cavernous growl than 
a musical note, and one of the little 
jokes of the tuner when he is show- 
ing visitors through the great army of 
pipes in this organ Is to have the fa- 
mous 64-foot pedal pipe sounded when 
the visitor is alongside it and not ex- 
pecting the shock. It Is an unfailing 
surprise. The vibrations of this low 
C can almost be counted—in which 
regard, no doubt, the note resembles 
that of the basso-profundo whose 
boast it was that he had always to 
begin to sing his lowest note 82 beats 
before it was needed, since it took so 
long to become audible to the listener!
